ROADS FOR THE MASSES 
According to reports, Germany plans 
a six-year program of road building, to 
comprise about 9,000 miles of auto roads 
to attract tourists. 
At $40,000 a mile, 
this would cost $360,000,000, a good in­ 
vestment if Germany’s law’s were made 
to invite outsiders. 
The 
United 
States 
spends 
twice 
as 
much every year for highw’ays as Ger­ 
many plans to spend in six years. 
The United States is building hundreds 
cf thousands of miles of highw’ays to con­ 
nect every city, towm and hamlet. 
Almost every person in this nation can 
be reached by telephone, and, if neces­ 
sary, we could move practically’ every 
person by automobile at the same time. 
We are rapidly learning that a proper 
road grade and a proper foundation, or 
base, are the primary requirements for a 
good road. 
Then comes the problem of 
protecting the road base with a suitable 
w^earing surface w’hich will save the road 
from w’ater w’hich makes mud, and from 
wind which blow’s aw’ay the precious, fine 
material. 
Oil and its by-product, asphalt, have
